Some Changes 
In Draft Law 
Expected Soon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pen­ 
tagon planners say the draft ul­ 
timately could be cut to just a 
few hundred men a month if 
enough money and effort are 
spent on recruiting, improving 
morale and polishing the serv­ 
ices’ image. 
While more money is impor­ 
tant, the officials say a higher 
pay scale won’t be enough alone 
to attract and hold foe volun­ 
teers needed, even when the 
Vietnam war ends and U.S. 
forces are cut by 700,000 men. 
“What is needed, they con­ 
tend, is a multifronted drive to 
“improve morale and job satis­ 
faction,” to burnish the “overall 
service image” and stage an in­ 
tensive recruiting effort. 
If this works out, then the 
draft could be used mostly to 
obtain doctors and other spe­ 
cialists. 
However, some senior Penta­ 
gon officials would regard it a 
victory if the draft—now taking 
about 33,000 men a month— 
could be trimmed to 2,000 or 
3,000 monthly after foe war is 
ended. 
They recall that inductions 
fell to the 3,000 nark in Febru­ 
ary 1965, only a few months be­ 
fore foe big Vietnam war build­ 
up which led to drafting of as 
many as 48,000 a month. 
Few officials are for a com 
plete abolishment of the draft. 
While foe Pentagon .tries to 
work out a long-range plan mov­ 
ing in foe direction of an all-vol­ 
unteer force, efforts also are un 
der way to erase draft inequi 
ties, chiefly by switching to 
lottery system, provided Con 
gress approves. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird said Tuesday this will 
be one of the first pieces of leg­ 
islation foe new administration 
will send to Congress. Aides es­ 
timated foe proposal will go to 
Capital Hill within a couple of 
months.

Maloney, chairman of foe in­ 
terim committee on county bud­ 
get commissions which came up 
with the proposed legislation, in­ 
sisted that the legislature must 
establish basic guidelines for its 
distribution if more money is 
put in foe fund. 
In committee meetings he 
often referred to foe distribution 
procedure as “nothing moire than 
a grab bag by local govern­ 
ments.” 
The bill, which was introduced 
Tuesday, would tie foe amount 
of state sales tax revenue in foe 
local government fund to annual 
increases in foe amount collect­ 
ed. 
Under foe bill, foe fund would 
continue to receive a minimum 
annual state contribution of $24 
million in sales tax revenue. It 
provides that future state con­ 
tributions also would include 5 
per cent of annual increases in 
state sales tax revenue figured 
from foe base year of 1968. 
Since It is estimated that foe 
sales tax revenue in fiscal 1969 
will range from $575 to $600 mil­ 
lion, the revenue going into foe 
local government fund would in­ 
crease about $4.7 to $5.6 million. 
The local government fund, 
which is divided among counties, 
municipalities and townships by 
county budget commissions, con­ 
tained about $71 million in 1968. 
In addition to sales tax rev­ 
enue, the fund contained about 
$47 million from the state col­ 
lected intangible personal pro­ 
perty taxes.

make it mandatory for a small 
town annexing an area within 
three miles of a city of 50,000 
population or more to first get 
the approval of the major city. 
The proposed legislation also 
would: 
—Allow a property owner to 
petition for annexation of his 
property. Under existing law the 
land must be completely sur­ 
rounded by a municipality be­ 
fore he can do so. 
— Require that a community 
annexing 
area 
prove

financially able to provide urban 
services to the area it is taking 
in. 
—Require that fulltime em­ 
ployes of a township be given 
top consideration for jobs with 
the annexing municipality. 
—Permit a new election with­ 
in two years if annexation fails 
on the ballot.

Muskie Says Draft Unfair, 
But Volunteers Not Answer 


OXFORD, Ohio (AP) — Sen. 
Edmund Muskie branded as 
“unfair and unjust” the nation’s 
military draft system in an ad­ 
dress at Miami University Mon­ 
day night before approximately 
5,000 persons.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — A 
Dayton legislator planned to in­ 
troduce in the Ohio House today 
a bill that would make it tough­ 
er for small communities to an­ 
nex land next to a larger city. 
Democratic Rep. C. J. McLin 
Jr. said the measure would 
make it mandatory for a small 
town annexing an area within 
three miles of a city of 50,000 
population or more to first get 
the approval of the major city. 
The proposed legislation also 
would: 
—Allow a property owner to 
petition for annexation of his 
property. Under existing law the 
land must be completely sur­ 
rounded by a municipality be­ 
fore he can do so. 
—Require that a community 
annexing 
area 
prove 
it 
is 
financially able to provide urban 
services to the arca it is taking 
in. 
—Require that fulltime em­ 
ployes of a township be given 
top consideration for jobs with 
the annexing municipality. 
—Permit a new election with­ 
in two years if annexation fails 
on the ballot. Under present law 
it is five years before it can be 
brought up again. 


The Maine Democrat’s 50! 
minute speech was interrupted 
several times by thunderous ap­ 
plause.

“Black Americans reenlist in 
the army at a higher percent­ 
age than whites because there 
is tess opportunity for them if 
they return to civilian life. 
“Could not the billions of dol­ 
lars which we would spend to 
operate a professional army be 
better spent equalizing the op­ 
portunities of civilian life?” 
Muskie, the vice presidential 
candidate in the last election, 
recommended these changes in 
present draft laws: 
—Regional selective service 
boards operating under uniform 
standards, in place of tile 4,000 
local boards. 
—Selection based on a lottery 
covering all eligible at the age 
of 19. 
—Affording the draftee vari­ 


ous choices of service, “mili­ 
tary and otherwise, which have 
been determined to be relevant 
to the needs of the nation.”

Apollo 9 Orbital Mission To Be Toughest Yet Attempted 


EDITOR’S NOTE—On Feb. 28 
three astron au ts are schedu led 
to be shot in to space in an other 
step toward the goal of lan din g 
U.S. spacem en on the moon by 
mid-19 69 . The Apollo 9 mission 
is described as probably the 
most complex of the man n ed 
flights y et. Here, in the first of 
three articles on Apollo 9, Air 
Force Col. Jam es A. McDiv itt, 
who will comman d the flight, 
giv es his v iew of the v en tu re.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (A P) 
— “ I wou ldn ’t giv e y ou two dol­ 
lars a day for a room in it. Bu t 
it’s design ed to lan d u s on the 
moon .” 
T hat’s

Jam es A. McDiv itt describin g 
the fragile lu n ar modu le which 
he will help test on the Apollo 9 
flight schedu led to start from 
Cape Ken n edy Feb, 28. 
McDiv itt will comman d the 
flight. With him will be Air 
Force Lt. Col. Dav id R. Scott 
an d civ ilian astron au t Ru ssell 
L. Schweickart. 
They are to orbit the earth for 
10 day s in on e of the most com­ 
plex m an in space flights y et at­ 
tem pted. Man y rate it tou gher 
than the Apollo 8 moon orbit 
mission . 
The 
m ajor 
goal, 
McDiv itt 
said, is to giv e the lu n ar mod­ 
u le, called a LEM, its first 
man n ed test in space. The LEM 
looks like a 
gian t bu g, like 
somethin g y ou might fin d craw l­ 
in g arou n d the pipes in y ou r 
basem en t. 
“ My im pression when I first 


saw a LEM ” M cDiv itt said, i 
“ was ‘Holy Moses, we’re goin g j 
to 
really 
fly 
that 
thin g 
in 
space?’ 
“ It’s a v ery flimsey cratt— 
like a tissu e paper spacecraft,” 
he 
con tin u ed. 
“ If 
we’re 
n ot 
carefu l, we cou ld easily pu t a 
foot throu gh it. 
“ It has an en tirely differen t 
mission than an y other space- j 
craft has ev er had. Other space-; 
craft had to withstan d re-en try j 
G’s, earth lan din g with para- I 
chu tes an d had a pretty rou gh 
1 
en v iron m en t to liv e in . 
“ The LEM isn ’t like that,” he 
said, “ It is n ot design ed to re ­ 
en ter the atm osphere or m ak e 
hard lan din gs. It will fly on ly in 
the v acu u m of space an d n ot in 
an y atm osphere. It is in ten ded 
to m ake a soft lan din g on the 
moon .” 
McDiv itt n oted there aren ’t 
an y seats in it, that the two men 
who pilot it m u st do so stan din g 
u p. T hat’s becau se weight is 
v ery critical in the v ehicle an d 
becau se it’s n ot in ten ded to su p­ 
port life for more than a day or 
so while astron au ts are on the 
moon . 
“ It’s n ot design ed for com­ 
fort,” 
McDiv itt 
said. 
“ When 
they wan t to rest on the moon 
J 
they ’ll hav e to lie on the floor or 
again st the equ ipmen t bay s.” 
When Apollo 9 is lau n ched by 
a Satu rn 5 
rocket, 
McDiv itt, 
Scott an d Schweickart will ride 
in the m ain Apollo ship, with the 
LEM restin g in an adapter sec­ 
tion between the third stage an d 
the spaceship. 
On ce in orbit 118 miles high, 


the 
astron au ts 
separate 
the 
m ain ship, called a comman d 
modu le, 
an d 
tu rn 
arou n d 
to 
dock with the LEM, pu llin g it 
free on the third stage. 
“ When y ou pu t the LEM an d 
com m an d modu le together y ou 
hav e a pretty big m ass weigh­ 
in g abou t 9 0,000 pou n ds,” Mc­ 
Div itt said. “ It’s a completely 
n ew gu idan ce task from what 
we ex perien ced on Apollo 7 an d 
Apollo 8. 
“ Ou r job on Apollo 9 is to 
prov e in earth orbit that we can 
actu ally fly this gigan tic mass 
to the moon , stop it there an d 
perform a lu n ar lan din g with 
the LEM. 
“ Ou rs is a v ery complex flight 
becau se we are fly in g two v ehi­ 
cles for the first tim e, an d on 
the fou rth day they ’ll be as 
mu ch as 100 miles apart, with 
two men in the LEM an d on e in 
the com m an d m odu le.” 
McDiv itt said that on the sec­ 
on d day he an d Schweickart will 
crawl throu gh a con n ectin g tu n ­ 
n el in to the LEM an d activ ate 
its sy stems. 


On the third day , Schweickart 
is to step ou tside the LEM for a 
two-hou r 
space 
walk 
du rin g 
which he’ll ev alu ate the su it 
that later astron au ts will w ear 
while strollin g on the moon . 
Prev iou s U.S. space walkers 
were con n ected by hoses to the 
spaceship’s life su pport sy stem. 
Schweickart will be kept aliv e 
by ox y gen an d other equ ipm en t 
carried in a pack on his back 1. 
To keep from floatin g too far 
away , he will be tied to the 
LEM by a 25-foot cord. 
“ While ou tside,” McDev itt ex ­ 
plain ed, “ Ru sty will try to de­ 
v elop the techn iqu es by which 
we can tran sfer from the LEM 
to the com m an d modu le in ease> 
the tu n n el is blocked or if we 
hav e a problem where we can ’t 
dock the v ehicles.” 
Grippin g han drails, Schweick­ 
art will m ak e his way alon g the 
sides of the two join ed v ehicles 
to the com m an d modu le. Scott 
will open the hatch to perm it 
the lower half of Schweickart’s 
body to en ter. After a rest peri­ 


od, Schweickart will retu rn to 
the LEM alon g the sam e han d­ 
rail rou te. 
On the fou rth day , McDiv itt 
an d Schweickart will separate 
the LEM from the comm an d 
modu ie an d fly to a poin t 109 
miies away . Then they ’ll start a 
trick y ren dezv ou s ex ercise to 
retu rn to a lin ku p with Scott. 
The ren dezv ou s will sim u late 
as closely as possible that which 
will be m ade by two LEM astro­ 
n au ts when they leav e the moon 
to catch u p with the comman d 
modu le pilot who has been orbit­ 
in g while they ’v e been ex plor­ 
in g below. 
“ I gu ess y ou ’d probabiy call 
this the most critical phase of 
the Apollo 9 mission ,” McDiv itt 
said. “ The LEM has n o heat 
shield an d n o tether so it can ’t 
re-en ter the atm osphere. It’s es­ 
sen tial that the LEM retu rn s to 
the comman d modu le in order 
to get hom e.” 
He said if ev ery thin g goes 
right, on ly the LEM en gin es an d 
gu idan ce 
an d n av igation sy s- 


tem s will be u sed to con du ct th e1 
ren dezv ou s. 
“ Bu t Dav e in the com man d 
modu le 
will 
be 
prepared 
to 
make the m an eu v ers to come 
an d get u s if somethin g goes j 
wron g with the LEM ,” he said. 
Althou gh the ren dezv ou s will ; 
take abou t six hou rs, McDiv itt! 
said “ it will probabiy seem like; 
three or fou r day s.” 
After the lin ku p, McDiv itt an d 
Schweickart 
will 
craw l 
back 
throu gh the tu n n el in to the main 
cabin with Scott an d the LEM 
will be kicked away in to space 
so that grou n d station s can sen d 
sign als to fire its en gin e in a 
series of tests. 
“ At the en d of fiv e day s,” 
McDiv itt reported, “ we’v e ac­ 
complished 
somethin g like 90 
per cen t of the mission objec­ 
tiv es. Du rin g the fin al fiv e day s 
we’ll con tin u e to obtain fu rther 
data on the operation of the 
comman d an d serv ice modu les 
an d their sy stem s.”

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)|

That’s Air Force Lt. Col.] 
James A. McDivitt describing 
the fragile lunar module which 
he will help test on the Apollo 9 
flight scheduled to start from 
Cape Kennedy Feb. 28. 
McDivitt will command the 
flight. With him will be Air 
Force Lt. Col. David R: Scott 
and civilian astronaut Russell 
L. Schweickart. 
They are to orbit the earth for 
IO days in one of the most com­ 
plex man in space flights yet at­ 
tempted. Many rate it tougher! 
than the Apollo 8 moon orbit 
mission. 
The major goal, McDivitt 
said, is to give the lunar mod­ 
ule, called a LEM, its first 
manned test in space. The LEM 
looks like a giant bug, like 
something you might find crawl­ 
ing around the pipes in your 
basement. 
“My impression when I first 


saw a LEM ’’ McDivitt said, 
“was ‘Holy Moses, we’re going 
to really fly that thing in 
space?' 
“It’s a very flimsey craft- 
like a tissue paper spacecraft,” 
he continued. “If we’re not 
careful, we could easily put a 
foot through it. 
“It has an entirely different 
mission than any other space­ 
craft has ever had. Other space­ 
craft had to withstand re-entry 
G’s, earth landing with para­ 
chutes and had a pretty rough 
environment to live in. 
“The LEM isn’t like that,” he 
said. “It is not designed to re­ 
enter the atmosphere or make 
hard landings. It will fly only in 
the vacuum of space and not in 
any atmosphere. It is intended 
to make a soft landing on the 
moon.” 
McDivitt noted there aren’t 
any seats in it, that the two men 
who pilot it must do so standing 
up. That's because weight is 
very critical in the vehicle and 
because it’s not intended to sup­ 
port life for more than a day or 
so while astronauts are on the 
moon. 
“It’s not designed for com­ 
fort,” McDivitt said. “When 
they want to rest on the moon 
they’ll have to lie on the floor or 
against the equipment bays,” 
When Apollo 9 is launched by 
a Saturn 5 rocket, McDivitt, 
Scott and Schweickart will ride 
in the main Apollo ship, with the 
LEM resting in an adapter sec­ 
tion between the third stage and 
the spaceship. 
Once in orbit 118 miles high, 


the 
astronauts 
separate 
the 
main ship, called a command 
module, and turn around to 
dock with the LEM, pulling it 
free on the third stage. 
“When you put the LEM and 
command module together you 
have a pretty big mass weigh­ 
ing about 90,000 pounds,” Mc­ 
Divitt said. “It’s a completely 
new guidance task from what 
we experienced on Apollo 7 and 
Apollo 8. 
“Our job on Apollo 9 is to 
prove in earth orbit that we can 
actually fly this gigantic mass 
to the moon, stop it there and 
perform a lunar landing with 
the LEM. 
“Ours is a very complex flight 
because we are flying two vehi­ 
cles for the first time, and on 
the fourth day they’ll be as 
much as IOO miles apart, with 
two men in the LEM and one in 
the command module.” 
McDivitt said that on the sec­ 
ond day he and Schweickart will 
crawl through a connecting tun­ 
nel into the LEM and activate 
its systems. 


On the third day, Schweickart 
is to step outside the LEM for a 
two-hour space walk during 
which he’ll evaluate the suit 
that later astronauts will wear 
while strolling on the moon. 
Previous U.S. space walkers 
were connected by hoses to the 
spaceship’s life support system. 
Schweickart will be kept alive 
by oxygen and other equipment 
carried in a pack on his baclf. 
To keep from floating too far 
away, he will be tied to toe 
LEM by a 25-foot cord. 
“While outside,” McDevitt ex­ 
plained, “Rusty will try to de­ 
velop the techniques by Which 
we can transfer from the LEM 
to the command module in case 
the tunnel is blocked or if we 
have a problem where we can’t 
dock the vehicles.” 
Gripping handrails, Schweick­ 
art will make his way along toe 
sides of the two joined vehicles 
to the command module. Scott 
will open the hatch to permit 
the lower half of Schweickart’s 
body to enter. After a rest peri 


od, Schweickart will return to 
the LEM along the same hand­ 
rail route. 
On the fourth day, McDivitt 
and Schweickart will separate 
the LEM from the command 
module and fly to a point 109 
miles away. Then they’ll start a 
tricky rendezvous exercise to 
return to a linkup with Scott. 
The rendezvous will simulate 
as closely as possible that which 
will be made by two LEM astro­ 
nauts when they leave the moon 
to catch up with the command 
module pilot who has been orbit­ 
ing while they’ve been explor­ 
ing below. 
“I guess you’d probably call 
this the most critical phase of 
the Apollo 9 mission,” McDivitt 
said. “The LEM has no heat 
shield and no tether so it can’t 
re-enter the atmosphere. It’s es­ 
sential that the LEM returns to 
the command module in order 
to get home.” 
He said if everything goes 
right, only the LEM engines and 
guidance and navigation sys­ 


tems will be used to conduct the 
rendezvous. 
“But Dave in the command 
module will be prepared to 
make the maneuvers to come 
and get us if something goes 
wrong with the LEM,” he said. 
Although the rendezvous will 
take about six hours, McDivitt 
said “it will probably seem like 
three or four days.” 
After the linkup, McDivitt and 
Schweickart will crawl back 
through the tunnel into the main 
cabin with Scott and the LEM 
will be kicked away into sipace 
so that ground stations can send 
signals to fire its engine in a 
series of tests. 
“At the end of five days,” 
McDivitt reported, “we’ve ac­ 
complished something like 90 
per cent of the mission objec­ 
tives. During the final five days 
we’ll continue to obtain further 
data on the operation of the 
command and service modules 
and their systems.” 
The service module is at­ 
tached to the rear of the com­ 
mand module and contains life 


support, electrical and other 
equipment. 
j 
Asked about his confidence in ‘ 
the flight, the commander re­ 
plied; 
“Well. I’m confident some­ 
thing’s not going to work, be-1 
cause you can’t put that many 
things together and have it all 
work. But I have confidence in 
the hardware and I’m confident 
we’ll complete a very very com­ 
plicated mission.

Christine Didnt Know New Heart Was Coming

CINCINNATI (AP) — How 
do you tell a 6-year-old girl who 
trusts you above all otters that 
she’s going into surgery for a 
new heart? 
In the case of Christine Corhn, 
she knew only that the doctors 
were going to examine her. It 
was only a bare truth, but her 
parents felt it was best that way. 
“At the time she didn’t know 
what was going to happen.” 
Mrs. Wallace Corhn said. “All 
she knew was that she was go­ 
ing to meet the doctors.” 
No doubt Christine was filled 
with child wonderment as she 
watched the faces of her par­ 
ents grow smaller and smaller 
down the hallway on the fifth 


floor at Children s Hospital on j 
Feb. 8. But there was little time | 
to wonder. She lay still as the 
surgical nurse wheeled her into 
the operating room. 
Nine and a half hours later 
the slip of a girl was taken into 
the recovery room. She had a 
new heart. 
The unknown loomed just as 
large — perhaps larger — over 
the Wallace Corhns. They had to 
make the decision within hours 
to send their child into heart 
transplant surgery. 
Today — the lith day since 
the transplant — Christine con­ 
tinues to improve. She has been 
able to get out of bed for short 
periods of time and sit in a chair 
to watch television. 
There have been no signs of 


her body rejecting the heart she 
received from 7-year old William 
Mike” Becker of nearby Love­ 
land. 
Christine, described by hos­ 
pital admin i s t r a t o r Robert 
Southwick as “a beautiful girl 
with a wee smile”, has captured 
the hearts of all those around 
her. 
Hospitals are nothing new to 
Christine 
who was 
suffering 
from a severely mal f o r m e d 
heart. She’s been in and out of 
Children’s since birth. 
Corhn said that he and his 
wife had been informed, before 
even thinking about a trans­ 
plant, that Christine “might go 
at any time. We knew she would 
get worse as time progressed. 
No one could really tell how 
long she would live.” 


Christine’s grandmother, Mrs 
Al lie West, said the girl has also 
spent some time at the Mayo 
Clinic kl Rochester, Minn., but 
“they said nothing could be 
done.” 
The Corhns said progress be­ 
ing made with transplants in the 
past few months gave them a 
little hope that maybe one would 
work with Christine. 
“But We just knew that most 
cases like hers died at an egrly 
age.” Corhn added. 
Christine’s trans p l a n t was 
only the fourth performed with 
children or infants. The previous 
three were unsuccessful. 
Corhn said they had not dis­ 
cussed the possibility of a trans­ 
plant with surgeons at Child­ 
ren’s. 


“They 
had 
probably 
been 
thinking about it. but probably 
didn’t want to alarm us. They 
knew her condition.” 
They were informed of the 
possibility last Friday, about 1*4 
days after the Becker boy suf 
fered critical injuries in an auto 
accident and doctors did not 
feel he would live. Christine was 
taken to the hospital Friday 
night Mike died Saturday, 30 
minutes before the transplant 
began. 
The young girl started first 
grade classes last September 
but had to be taken out because 
she could not stand the physical 
exertion. She was tutored at 
home. 
“The tutor says she does bet­ 
ter than the average student her 
age.” Corhn said.

There’s still 
no food.” 
"We've got to get more food 
and this committee can do it,” 
he declared. "We’ve got to 
bring pressure at every ’level.” 
But he said the state could not 
solve the problems alone. 
Rollings’ fellow Senator, Re­ 
publican Strom Thurmond, ap­ 
parently has modified his ear­ 
lier opposition to the investiga­ 
tion. 
"I look forward to hearing the 
views of those who have made 
an in-depth study of these prob­ 
lems,” he said in a statement in 
T u e s d a y ’s
